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Claims 55-91 are rejected under the judicially created 
doctrine of obviousness-type double patenting as being 
unpatentable over, claims 1-54 of U.S. Patent No. 6,681,753. 
Although the conflicting claims are not identical, they are 
not patentably distinct from each other because the 
application claim (s) is merely broader than the patent 
claim (s) . Once an applicant has received a patent for a 
specific embodiment, he is not entitled to a patent for a 
generic or broader invention; the more specific anticipates 
the broader. In re Goodman, 29 USPQ 2d 2010 (Fed. Cir. 
1993) . 



The nonstatutory double patenting rejection is based on 
a judicially created doctrine grounded in public policy (a 
policy reflected in the statute) so as to prevent the 
unjustified or improper timewise extension of the "right to 
exclude" granted by a patent and to prevent possible 
harassment by multiple assignees. See In re Goodman, 11 
F.3d 1046, 29 USPQ2d 2010 (Fed. Cir. 1993); In re Longi, 
759 F.2d 887, 225 USPQ 645 (Fed.
